Camp Near Blairsville. 

The military expedition is camped 
‘tonight on the outskirts of Biairs- 
ville. No movement was made to- 
ward the Crawley home today on 
/ account of the exhausted condition 
| of the troops and horses from the 
long and arduous hike across the 
mountains from Culberson, N. C., 
over roads of mud, snow and ice. 

The troops and party of United 
States deputy marshals, headed by 
' Tom Curtis, are prepared to rid the 
‘mountains of slackers, deserters, 
, moonshiners and a number of white 
| slavers, who are reported to be in 
2 hiding in the hills. The presence of 
the white slavers has only recently 
been learned by government investi- 
gators. 

: The military force will search for 
the deserters and slackers and the 
deputy marshal and revenue offi- 
cers will conduct an independent 
_ search for moonshiners and white- 
| glavers. Deputy Marshal Tom Cur- 
' tis has seventy-five warrants for 
the latter offenses for people who 
are believed to be hiding in the 
mountains in this section. 

Woman Is Wanted. 

The military forces willgmove at 
an early hour in the morning in 
search of the Crawleys. At, their 
head is said to be Rose Crawley, sis- 
ter of George, who is accused of 
loading the guns while the brothers 
. kept up a running fight with the 

‘deputies in which Marshal Dixon 
was fatally wounded. 

Rose Crawley is a strong moun- 
taineer woman of about 22 years, 
with all the fearlessness that char-

~The building was attacked from 
adjoining streets and house _ tops. 
The attacking forces used light ar- 
tillery, mine throwers and gas 
bombs in an all-night bombard- 
ment. The Spartacans, who were 
barricaded in the building, replied 
with heavy rifle and machine gun- 
fire. Panic®reigned throughout the 
neighboring district during the 
bombardment. 

Truce Is Declared. 

Newspaper row, where the plants 
of The Tageblatt, Vossische Zei- 
tung and Lokal Anzeiger are locat- 
ed, was temporarily quiet this morn- 
ing as the result of a truce patched 
up Friday night between the gov- 
ernment forces and the Spartacans. 
The armistice, which was not with- 
out elements of humor, was dic- 
tated by the urgent need of civilian 
population living in the danger zone 
to attend to ita marketing and to 
afford the business firms in the 
neighborhood an opportunity to 
look over the situation. 

By the terms of the truce hostili- 
ties can only be resumed after 
twelve hours’ notice given by either 
party. The government troops and 
the Spartacans are dividing the work 
of patrolling the streets leading to 
the big publishing plants whose 
owners are still excluded from their 
property. Street traffic in the dis- 
trict was resumed immediately after 
the signing of the truce. 

The Tageblatt building is badly 
scarred from rifle and machine gun 
fire and virtually all the front win- 
dows have been blown in. In the 
window spaces the Spartacans have 
piled up rolls of print paper as bar- 
ricades. 

Spartacan Losses Heavy. 


The losses of the Spartacans dur- 
ing the fighting in this district Fri- 
day are said to have been heavy, 
while the government troops de- 
clare that only two of their men 
were wounded. 

During Friday afternoon a squad 

of Spartacans attempted to enter 
The Tageblatt building in a motor 
car fiying a Red Cross flag on the 
pretext that they wanted to bring 
out the dead and wounded. The 
government troops halted the car 
and found thsé the occupants were 
armed with revolvers and had gren- 
ades. 
The Spartacans are said to have 
lost twenty dead and forty wounded 
in the three days’ fighting around 
the Brandenburg gate at the west- 
ern end of Unter den Linden. 

Paris, January 12.—Semi-officia! 
advices from Berlin indicate that 
the insurrection {s decreasing in 
power and it no longer seems doubt- 
ful that the Ebert-Scheidermann 
government has been maintained 
by the loyal troops whose discipline 
has been strengthened by the pres- 
ence in the city of Field Marsha! 
von Hindenburg. The Spartacans 
appear to have transferred the 
struggle to the previnces, where 
they seem to be gaining what they 
have lost in the capital.

Ledebour Is Kerested 


URUGUAY FOILS 
BOLSHEVIK PLOT

Russians Conspired tol 
Overthrow Uruguayan 
and Argentine Govern- 


ment and Set Up Soviets 
in Both Countries. 


Montevideo, Uruguay, January 12. 
(By the Associated Press.)—The po- 
lice have uncovered a plot on the 
part of the Russians to instigate a 
Bolshevik movement here and in 
Buenos Aires. Four of the leaders 
in the movement are said to have 
confessed their participation in a 
plan to overthrow the Uruguayan 
and Argentine governments and in- 
stitute soviets in both countries. 
The police, by quick work, prevent- 
ed an outbreak here which had been 
arranged to occur simultaneously 
with that in Buerlbs Aires. 

The director of the “cultural cen- 
ter” is Isaac Molinoff, a Russian, 
who is said by the Buenos Aires po- 


lice authorities to have been an ac- 


cessory in a bomb-throwing plot in 
the Colon opera house several years 
ago. Since that time Molinoff had 
lived here. He was arrested during 
the general strike last August, 
charged with carrying explosives. 
He pleaded that he was taking the 
bomb to sea to destroy it. He was 
given a short sentence and recent- 
ly was released from custody. It 
is said that Molinoff since his re- 
lease has been engaged in Bolshev- 
ist propaganda. 

Among those arrested with Mol- 
inoff. are Moses Federmann, Numann 
Patulyoski and Marcos Mirnovich. 
Federmann, when questioned by the

be long délayed in Uruguay and 
that he would establish a soviet 
government along the lines of Niko- 
lai Lenine. He is alleged to have 
said that he did not believe the ar- 
rest of the ring leaders in the pres- 
ent movement would hinder the ulti- 
mate success of the plan. 

Patulyoski told the police that he 
had come to Montevideo from prop- 
aganda work in Buenos Aires, in 
order to aid in the local movement.

The police are searching for forty- 
two additional members of the “Cen- 
tro Cultura.” Already they have 
arrested two Poles who were en- 
deavoring to agitate among packing 
house employees.

Later 
he was sei, to New York and then 
spent much time on a submarine 
chaser in the St. Lawrence river. 
He went to the other side about a 
year ago and has deen on the self- 
same vessel in which he sailed the 
St. Lawrence since that time. 

His parents- have had no account, 
of this thrilling experience of their 
son, Ensign Smith having stated in 
his last letter that the censorship 
had not yet been lifted, so that he 
would have to wait to send details 
of the many adventures which he 
had been through. Dr. Smith be- 
lieves that he is still somewhere in 
the neighborhood of the Italian and 
Greek coasts.

gen reporting advices fram Vienna.

HIS LIFE. 

» Washington, January 2.—Mes- 
sages received today by the Polish 
bureau here from the Polish nation- 
al at Paris said that Ignace Pad- 
erewski was increasingly confident 
that a new Polish coalition ministry 
would be formed and the govern- 
ment placed on a stable basis. Of- 
ficials of the bureau feel that the 
attack on Mr. Paderewski iby the 
Bolsheviki will strengthen his in- 
fluence among the people of Po- 
land and result in redoubled efforts 
to rid the country of Bolshevism. 

Polish officials in this country 
had feared that an attempt on the 
life of Mr. Paderewski would be 
made by the Bolsheviki as the ob- 
ject of his mission was to set up a 
strong representative government. 
Mr. Paderewski himself was said to 
have been fully aware of the per- 
sonal risk he took in visiting Po- 
land. 


Mr. Paderewski, famous pianist, 
has been in Warsaw for several days 
conferring with Polish political 
leaders in an attempt to form a 
government representative of all 
parties. When he arrived in Danzig 
on his way to Warsaw, the Germans 
attempted to prevent him from go- 
ing to Posen. After he arrived at 
Posen and while he was asleep in a 
hotel, a crowd of Germans fired on 
a parade of children who were 
marching in honor of Paderewski. 
Two of the children were killed and 
several bullets struck the window of 
the room occupied by Mr. Paderew- 
ski. 


RESCUE STEAMERS 
REACH CASTALIA 


Crew, It Is Reported, Has 
Been Taken Off by Nor- 
wegian Steamer Ber- 
genfjord. 


Halifax, N. S&S. January 12.—The 
crew of the disabled American 
steamer Castalia was still aboard 
the vessel at dark tonight. The cap- 
tain had sent an earlier message 
saying that the crew had entered 
boats to be taken to the Norwegian 
steamer Bergensfjord, but later he 
reported that because of the high 
seas and the rolling of the ship it 
had been impossible for the men to 
take to the boats. 

The Bergensfjord and the British 
steamer War Fijian were standing

the sea to moderate. The temper- 
ature was below the zero mark, 
with a strong northwest wind, and 
all of the ships were considerably 
iced up.

Runs Into Rear of Wol- 
verine Limited Near 
Batavia When Latter 
Had Stopped. 


‘ALL IN REAR COACH 


KILLED OR INJURED 


Bodies Badly Mangled 
and Only Few Are Iden- 
tified---Conflicting State- 
ments Given as to Cause.

Batavia, ?!. January 12.— 


Twenty-one persons were killed and 
three were seriously injured in a 
rear-end collision on the New York 
Central railroad at South Byron, six 
miles east of Batavia at 3:36 o’clock 
this morning. Both trains were west- 
bound, running behind their sched- 
ules. Train No. 11, known as the 
southwestern limited, ran into the 
rear of train No. 17, the Wolverine, 
while the latter was at a standstill 


preparatory to taking on a second} 
ij the road to Red Oak near a place 


engine or the run up the steey 
grade between South Byron and Bae 
tavia. 

Up to a late hour tonight only a 
few of the twenty-one dead had 
been identified, the mangled condi- 
tion of the bodies and the absence 
of clothing making the work of 
identification slow and difficult. All 
of the fatalities occurred in the 
last car of the Wolverine. 

Rear Car Splintered, 

The rear Pullman, a steel car, 
was reduced to complete wreckage. 
When the engine hit, the upper 
part of the second coach from the 
end was torn from its trucks and, 
lifting slightly, smashed directly

of wreckage. Into this debris the 
passengers were tightly wedged 
and the condition of the bodies 
indicated that the deaths of most 
of them must have been almost 
instantaneous, 

Not a sleeping passenger in the 
car @€scaped death or serious injury. 

There appears to be some conflict 
between the statements of railroad 
officials and Engineer John 
Friedley, of the Southwestern, as 
to the responsibility for the disas- 
ter. The railroad officials say that 
the rear of the standing Wolverine 
was protected by the block system, 
and that in addition a flagman 
with a lighted fuse was sent back 
along the tracks. 

Engineer Friedley says the block 
was clear when his train entered it. 
Fireman Brill backs him up in this 
claim. 


Three Escape Death. 


Only three passengers in the rear 
coach escaped death. They were 
Mr. and Mrs. Nathan Lichterman, 
of New York, and an unconscious 
woman, said by the railroad author- 
ities to be Miss Florda Doherty, of 
Flint, Mich. Seriously injured, they 
were taken to the Batavia hospital. 

Eleven bodies were released from 
the wreckage about noon and 
brought to undertaking establish- 
ments here, Shortly after 3 o’clock 
nine additional bodies were brought 
in, and it was said there were no 
more in the wreckage.

Franklin B. Leonard, believed to 
live in Bear Lake, Mich. Identified 
by tag with inscription, “A, E. F.

PEOPLE OF LUXEMBURG 
PROCLAIM REPUBLIC 


Grand Duchess Marie With- 
draws to Her Chateau 
Near Capital. 


Metz, Saturday, January 12.—(By 


was proclaimed a republic on Fri- 
day, when the Grand Duchess Marie 
retired from the capital, taking up 
quarters in a chateau nearby. 

The chamber held an excited meet- 
ing, the clericals quitting the house 
in a body. 


For some time there has been con- 
siderable agitation in Luxemburg 
of a republican tendency. A dis- 
patch from Metz, January 10; said a 
large crowd had paraded in front of 
the palace in Luxemburg, request- 


ing the abdication of the grand 
duchess and the proclamation of a 
republic. The dispatch added that a 
committee on public safety had been 
appointed. 

Previous advices were to the ef- 
fect that the grand duchess, Marie 
Adelaide, had decided to leave Lux- 
emburg owing to the unfavorable 
political situation. 

The grand duchy of Luxemburg is 
bordered on the north and northeast 
by Rhenish Prussia, on the south 
by- Alsace-Lorraine, and on the west 
by the Belgian province of Luxem- 
burg. 

The grand duchy is presided over 
by the grand duchess, Marie Ade- 
laide, who was born in 1894. By the 
treaty of London of 1867, Luxem- 
burg was declared neutral territory, 
and its integrity and independence 
weré guaranteed. At the outbreak 
of the present war, however, the 
Germans passed through Luxemburg 
in their invasion of Belgium, not- 
withstanding the protests of the 
grand duchess. 

Luxemburg has an area of 998 
square miles, and a.population of 
nearly 300,000. 

General Pershing recently visited 
Luxemburg and was cordially greet- 
ed by the grand duchess. 


DIES IN PRESENCE

Thomas Watt Gregory 
Tenders Resignation 
As Attorney General 


General Gives “Pecuniary 
Responsibilities” as Rea- 
son for Action — Will 
Resume Practice of Law. 


RESIGNATION TAKES 
EFFECT ON MARCH 4 


Fifth Man to Leave Cab- 
inet During Wilson’s Ad- 
ministration — Polk and 
James Hamilton Lewis 
Mentioned for Job. 


‘Washington, January 12.—Thomas 
Watt Gregory, attorney general of 
the United States since 1914, has 
resigned because of “pecuniary re- 
sponsibilities,” and will return to 


the practice of law. President Wil- 
son has a 
next March 4. 

Mr. Gregory’s letter of resigna- 
tion, dated January 9, and the presi- 
dent’s reply, cabled from Paris the 
next day, were made public tonight 
at the white house. The attorney 
general’s letter disclosed that he 
had long considered retiring from 
office, and had discussed the matter 
with the president before Mr. Wil- 
son went abroad. 

Mr. Gregory’s successor has not 
yet been appointed, and there has 
been no official intimation as to 
who he will be. In speculation to- 
day the names of Frank L. Polk, 
counsellor of the state department, 
and acting secretary while Mr.

SUPREME COUNCIL 
DRAWS UP PLANS 
FOR CONFERENCE 


President Wilson Meets 
Premiers of Three Great 
Powers for First Formal 
Exchange of Views. 


ALLIED CONFERENCE 
WILL START TODAY 


Full Delegations Will Be 
Present at Monday’s 
Meeting, When Actual 
Peace Work Will Begin. 


Paris, January 12.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)——The supreme 
council of the peace congress, con- 
sisting of President Wilson and the 
premiers and foreign ministers of 
the four great powers, Great Brit- 
ain, France, the United States and 
Italy, met at 3 o’clock this after- 
noon at the French foreign office 
for the first formal exchange of 
views and to make arrangements 
for the procedure of the conference 
tomorrow, at which the full delega- 
tions will be present. 

Today’s meeting was chiefly tu- 
teresting in its personal aspects— 
the bringing together for the first 
time in contact of the world’s best- 
Known statesmen, who are now the 
guiding figures of the congress. The 
scene as they assembled was one 
of unusual activity. 


Great Crowds Present. 

The day was dark and raw, and 
the statesmen arrived at the meet- 
ing place in heavy wraps. The ust- 
al Sunday calm across the Seine 
was interrupted by the great crowds 
which lined the Quai d’Orsay to pay 
tribute to the notable figures con- 
cerned in the wvorld’s must dramatic 
function. Batteries of photograph- 
ers and of moving picture experts 
were drawn up flanking the en- 
trances’ 6F the foreign ministry. 
Lines of soldiers and other guards 
preserved order. 

Marshal Foch was the first of the 
high plenipotentiaries to arrive. He 
came at 2 o’clock and, finding him- 
self in the van of the delegations. 
he waited in the vestibule. The gen- 
eralissimo was dressed in a very 
heavy field coat. He wore boots 
with spurs. On his uniform he dis- 
played the insignia of his rank. 

Soon after Foch came Robert 
Lansing, the American secretary of 
state, accompanied by his military 
aide, who was followed by Mr. Fra- 
zer, counselor of the American em- 
bassy, who is now attached to the 
personnel of Colonel House. 


President Wilson Cheered, 


At just 2:45 p. m. President Wil- 
son’s limousine swung up to the en- 
trance. The president was accom- 
panied by Mrs. Wilson, and was 
greeted with “vive Wilson!” With 
the president and his wife were Ad- 
miral Grayson, the president’s phy- 
sician. As he alighted, President 
Wilson lifted his hat to Mrs. Wil- 
son, who drove away with Admiral 
#rayson. President Wilson wore a 
dark suit and overcoat and a silk 
hat and carried a large leather port- 
folio. 

As Mr. Wilson entered the vesti- 
bule of the foreign office, Stephen 
Pichon, the French foreign minister, 
steped forward to greet him and 
escorted him into his private office, 
where the conference was held. 

M. Clemenceau, the French prime 
minister, followed. He was alone 
and bore a serious mein. M. Clemen- 
ceau was dressed in a business suit 
and wore a derby hat. Signor Or- 
lando, the Italian premier, came 
soon afterward, accompanied by 
Signor Sonnino, his foreign min- 
ister. 

The last to arrive was David 
Lloyd-George, the British prime 
minister, and Arthur J. Balfour, the 
British foreign secretary, who mo- 
tored up together. The British pre- 
mier also was in business attire. Mr. 
Balfour, in addition to his work- 
day clothes, wore a soft felt hat, 
which was pushed back on his head. 
Military aides followed the British 
commissioner, carrying a large dis- 
patch case.

That right and justice demands 
that no Greeks superior in civiliza- 
tion, intelligence and universal utili- 
ity shall be governed in the future 
by an inferior, intrusive people of 


barbarian and atrocious inclinations 
and incapable to rule other nation- 


alities. 

The tetritory involved, and to 
which the Greeks claim title by 
virtue of previous ownership, in- 
cludes Asia Minor, the Aegean 
‘islands, Thrace and the northern 
district of Epirus, including Koritsa 
and important island groups closely 
associated with Greek history for 
centuries.

New River and Harbor Bill 


Seen and Heard in Washington 
Georgia Gets—Three Plans as to Railroads, etc.

Washington, January 11.—(Spe- 
cial Correspondence.)-—-The river 
and harbor bill for the next fiscal 
year, as it comes from the commit- 
tee room, opens the financial flood- 
gates again, 

It does not reach the old ante- 
bellum figure, it is true, but it soars 
along in the same general altitude. 

At any rate, the flat appropria- 
tions of approximately twenty-seven 
millions of dollars that it carries is 
only a beginning. The public gen- 
erally doesn’t understand that. 
Where new projects are started, 
with comparatively small appropria- 
tions to begin with, the foundations 
are merely laid for subsequent ap- 
propriations to complete them that 
will probably reach into the millions 
or into the hundreds of millions. 
That is why I allege this particular 
bill opens the financial floodgates. 
It provides for the beginning of 
scores of these projects, with initial 
appropriations approximately nine 
million dollars, and the good Lord 
only knows how much it is going to 
take to finish them. 

Among these projects is an item of 
three million dollars for the bank- 
rupt Chesapeake and Delaware ca- 
nal, with a probable expenditure of 
twenty-five millions more before a 
deep-water channel can be obtained.

It is true very few new projects 
uave been adopted since the river 
and harbor act of 1916, the demands 
of war upon the public finances be- 
ing such as to make the appropria- 
tions for rivers and harbors just as 
small as could be satisfactorily ar- 
ranged.

Items in Bill 
For Georgia. 


The total sum appropriated in the 
bill, in exact figures, is $26,948,000, 
classified as follows: For mainte- 
nance only $2,943,000; for continu- 
ing improvements, $15,077,500; for 
new projects, $8,768,844; for surveys 
and contingencies, $150,000. 
None of the new projects are lo- 
cated in the southeast, although 
there are quite a few along the 
coasts and inland waterways of Vir- 
ginia and North Carolina. 

The Georgia items in the bill are 
$260,000 for continuing improve- 
ments and the maintenance of Sa- 
vannah harbor and river. This is 
an increase of $150,000 over the 
same item in the 1918 act. 

The waterway between Beaufort, 
N. C., and the St. Johns river, 
in Florida, gets a total of $29,000, 
and of this $5,000 is to complete 
improvements on B@ck fiver in|} 
Georgia, and $1,000 for the complet- 
ing of the Generals cut, in Georgia. 
~The Altamaha, Oconee and Ocmul- 
gee rivers get a total of $35,000. 
The largest Georgia item in the 
bill is a total of $270,000 for the 
harbor at Brunswick, $240,000 of 
which ig for improvements and $30,- 
000 for maintenance.

It is a matter of some surprise 
and regret that no appropriation is 
made for the St. Mary’s river; or 
for the improvement of the great 
natural harbor at Cumberland sound. 
It is also disappointing that in the 
various surveys ordered, some thir- 
ty of them scattered from the At- 
lantic to the Pacific, that a cost 
survey of the proposed canal be- 
tween St. Mary’s and St. Mark’s, so 
earnestly urged by the association 
formed last summer on the invita- 
tion of Governor Dorsey, is not in- 
cluded.

Chairman Defends 
Committee Bill. 


Chairman Small, of the rivers and 
harbors committee, declares that his 
committee sought a consensus of 
opinion from the president, cabinet 
officials and members of the house

Three Plans 
As to Railroads. 


With the plan of the railroad ex- 
ecutives before the senate commit- 
tee on interstate commerce, this 
being for private ownership and op- 
eration of the railroads under the 
general regulation of a secretary of 
transportation, a new cabinet offi- 
cial, there are now three distinct 
and well defined legislative plans 
before congress; with a fourth plan. 
that of shippers, and possibly a fifth 
plan, that of the state railroad com- 
missions, yet to be submitted. 

Concretely expressed, the three 
plans already submitted are— 

First, that of the interstate com- 


'merce commission, suggesting pri- 


vate ownership and operation under 
government control. 

Second, that of Director Genera) 
McAdoo, advocating government 
control for five years; and as an 
alternative, early relinquishment of 
the roads from federal management. 

Third, that of the executives re- 
ferred to above. The latter plan not 
only suggests the regulation of the 
private operations by a cabinet of- 
ficial, but proposes that all rates 
proposed by the roads shall be sub- 
ject to review by the cabinet offi- 
cial, and by the interstate commerce 
commission; with the secretary of 
transportation further authorized 
to supervise pooling of equipment, 
common use of terminals, re-routing 
of traffic, mergers, custodian of new 
lines, issuance of securities, ete. 

The vital point, however, in the 
plan suggested by the railroad ex- 
ecutives is that the government 
provide statutory guarantees of 
“adequate earnings.” This puts a 
new phase upon the whole situa- 
tion and many of the members of 
congress are trying to ficure out 
how the government can guaran- 
tee earnings without having free 
and unrestricted authority in the 
making of rates and in limiting the 
expenses of operations. Therefore 
it is hardly probable that this plan 
will be accepted. Furthermore the 
argument is-made that the placing 
of the government supervision into 
the hands of a cabinet official is 
tantamount to placing the whole 
railroad proposition into the mae}- 
strom of party politics—-and it is

Would Bankrupt 
The Whole Bunéh. 


The fact is the owners of the rail- 
roads in America—the owners, not 
the executives—do nat want the 
roads thrown back upon their 
hands with unrestricted operating 
control. It will mean bankruptcy 
for practically all of them. It is a 
matter of record that on the whole 
railroads have been more loosely 
managed, in the past, than any 
other great business enterprises, 
and that those of them that have 
succeeded financially have done so 
in spite of management, but by 
reason of their enormous earning 
capacity that even loose manage- 
ment could not curtail. And yet it 
ig also true that under private 
ownership and control] the service 
to the traveling and. shipping pub- 
lic has been infinitely better and 
infinitely cheaper than under goy- 
ernment control during the war. 
What increases in efficiency and 
economy to the public would result 
from the same control in times of 
peace remains to be seen. 


Proud of Wheeler, 
Roosevelt Wrote 
Atlantan in 1900 


Something of the breadth of view 
of the late ex-President Theodore 
Roosevelt is shown by a letter from 
him written in 1900 to an Atlanta 
man during the time he was gover- 
nor of New York. 

W. C. Dodson, the recipient, cher- 
ishes the letter from the distin- 
guished man, because of its ready 
response to the cause which he still 
held dear, that of the confederacy, 
The occasion of the correspondence 
was the presentatition of Colonel 
Roosevent by Myr. Dodson, himself 
a veteran of Wheeler’s cavalry, of. 
the book, “Campaigns of Wheeler 
and His Cavalry.” The two com- 
munications are printed below:

Dear Sir: er express I take pleasure in 
sending you a copy of ‘‘Campaigns of 
Wheeler and His Cavalry.’’ This contains 
not only an account of Wheeler's Santiago 
campaign, but also a history of his cam- 
paigns during the war between the states.

story of the old as well as the new rough 
riders, for I believe you are possessed of 
that broader patriotism which is loyal to 
every section of our re-united country, That 
you and your command reflected new luster 
upon the name of Wheeler was, and is, a 
matter of pride to the survivors of his old 
command, and on their behalf I send you 
cordial greeting. 

The world has read but little about the 
old Wheeler’s cavalry, and, though on the 
wrong side, m your int of view, I 
think I claim no more for them than is 
their due when I say they were faithful 
without thought of being famous, fought 
without pay, and have subsisted without 
vensions. How well they fought we have 
tried to tell In our book.

High Ideals Needed 
For Nations to Live, 


Asserts Dr. Keirn 


Dr. G. I. Keirn, pastor of the Lib- 
eral Christian church, yesterday 
spoke on “Life’s Great Adventure,” 
using as his text these words: 
“Abraham went forth, not knowing 
whither he went.” 

He said in part: “Abraham en- 
tered upon a might adventure. The 
interesting narrative shows this. All 
life is one great adventure. Abra- 
ham was led in his adventure by 
a vision of what was to be. The 
proverb says, ‘Where there is no vis- 
ion the people die.’ All history con- 
firms the truth of this statement. 
No nation ever died when its vis- 
ions were clear and strong. They 
have always proven to be a creative 
power. No nation ever lived long 
that had lost its visions and high 
ideals. We are fortunate in having 
a president abroad who dares to hold 
up high ideals of the union of na- 
tions, and to dgal in idealism as 
well as present realities. So long 
as we have this creative power in 
our people we shall never die. 

“Abraham not only had visions. 
but he had valor. He dared to car- 
ry out his visions. We have fought 
this war for a high ideal of univer- 
sal democracy; but what would this 
have amounted to had it not been 
for the valor of our boys in the 
trenches? It requires valor of the 
highest type always to do the right 
Vision and valor must go together. 
They are the stuff of which heroes 
are made, 

‘But Abraham had faith also. He 
had faith in the reality of his vision, 
and this gave him power to follow 
it. Faith is one of the highest fac- 
ulties of the human soul. It goes 
out into the unknown and brings 
back what it finds there, and sub- 
mits it to the lower faculties such 
as reason. Faith obtains in advance 
the substance, reason and experience 
work it over and determine the 
form; but whatever the form or 
forms, the original substance provid- 
ed by faith is always there. All of 
our modern civilization was orig- 
inally the product pf faith, 

“Faith goes out into the unknown 
and plants there a goal, comes back 
and tells humanity ‘you must march 
up to that goal, and then I shall 
have still other goals planted in the 
farther unknown which you must 
reach.’ Faith thus plants in ad- 
vance the milestones along the way 
of progress. 

“Raith enables us without fear to 
enter upon life’s adventure, and 
gives us visions of the great things 
God would have us do and be, and 
gives the valor necéssary to under- 
take them.”’’

2. Colored: a, janitor’s class. 

Additional classes are being con- 
sidered, and as soon as the funds 
needed can be obtained these classes 
will be organized. 

Thev are: 

1. White: a, part-time machine 
shop class in a manufacturing plant; 
b, part-time printing class; c, night 
class for textile workers; d, draw- 
ing and blue-print reading for car- 
penters; e, part-time department 
store classes. 

2. Colored: a, automobile work; 
b, cooking; c, sewing; d, printing.

TELEGRAPHERS OBIECT 
TO NEW WAGE SCALE 


Atlanta Keymen Protest 
Against Award of Post- 
master Gen, Burleson. 


Following the recent announce- 
ment by Postmaster General Burle- 
son of the new wage scale for tele- 
graph employees, the members of 
the local telegraphers’ union met 
Sunday afternoon at 2:30 o’clock at 
the Red Men’s wigwam and drew 
up a letter ‘of protest against the 
award, copies of which were sent to 
S. J. Konenkamp, international 
president of the union, to the two 
United States senators from Geor- 
gia, the congressmen, President Wil- 
son and the postmaster general. 

The letter, which is signed by T. 
A. Pinson, president, and C. F. 
Mann secretary and treasurer of 
District Council No. 60, of the Com- 
mercial Union of America, was pre- 
pared by a committee and indorsed 
by the meeting. It is addressed to 
S. J. Konenkamp, and is as follows: 

Whereas, District council No. 60, Commer- 
cial Telegraphers’ Union of America, At- 
lanta, Ga., with a membership of 299 ont 
of a possible 400 telegraphers in this dis- 
trict, do hereby protest against the wage 
award as recently announced by Postmaster 
General Burieson, and, 

Whereas, members of the Commercial 
Telegraphers’ Union of America, who were 
locked out, recently received notice from the 
chief operator that the break in their serv- 
ice had been ‘“‘bridged,’’ instead of reinstat- 
ed, as ordered by the war labor board, and 

Whereas, Within one week after the an- 
nouncement of Postmaster General Burle- 
son’s wage award, 127 telegraphers, former 
members of the Association of Western 
Union Employees, in the Atlanta, Ga., of- 
fice, applied for membership in the Commer- 
cial Telegraphers’ Union of America, and 

Whereas, These telegraphers have stated 
they were always ‘‘union men’ at heart. 
but were led to believe the Association of 
Western Union Employees was a union, but 
have found at this date the Commercial 
Telegraphers’ Union of America represents 
a majority ef the telegraphers engaged in 
the traffic department of all telegraph com- 
panies, and 

Whereas, These actual telegraphers and 
other telegraphers are dissatisfied with the 
award of Postmaster General Burleson, in- 
zsmuch as it operates in many cases as a 
reduction of wages and an increase of hours.

Over Twelve Billi n 
Dollars on Deposit 
In 232 U. §. Banks 


A tabulation of the banks and 
trust compantes of the United States 
publisheq in The Financial Age of 
New York on January 11, shows that 
out of approximately 30,000 banking 
instntutions there are 232, each of 
which has deposits of $15,900.000 or 
over, 

The total deposits of these 232 
banks amount to the stupendous 
Sum of $12,430,983,000, an increase 
since the commencement of the Eu- 
ropean war in 1914 of $5,790,947,000, 
or 90 per cent. 

The undreamed-of expansion 
which has taken place during the 
past four years is further ac- 
centuated by the fact that the banks 
tabulated represent less than 1 per 
cent of the total number of banking 
institutions now doing business in 
this country. 

Twenty-four national banks, six- 
teen trust companies and ten state 
banks in New York city are on the 
list, with combined deposits of 
$5,587,566,000, and there are six in- 
stitutions in Brooklyn with total de- 
posits of $151,349,000. 

The banks are placed in consec- 
utive order according to their de- 
posits at the end of 1918, and com- 
pared with the deposits each bank 
had in November, 1914. Every sec- 
tion of the country is represented, 
showing that the expansion was 
confined to no particualr locality. 

One bank has nearly 700 millions; 
another has over 650 millions: two

“In addition to these there have 
been numberless cases of other 
kinds, in which large quantities of 
stolen property have been recovered 
Eight or ten automobile thieves 
have been apprehended, and the cars 
returned to owners, Thirty-seven 
cases of larceny of various kinds 
have been presented with the 
thieves to the recorder with suffi- 
cient evidence to bind them over 
to trial courts. Five other kin- 
dred cases of receiving stolen goods 
have also been presented. 

“Six or eight pickpockets have been 
caught, several of them notorious 
and wanted in other cities. They 
will be properly aealt with in those 
cities, as will the others caught 
here, 

“There have been four cases of 
stabbing bound over, and along 
with these a ‘flimflammer’ has been 
apprehended and landed behind the 
bars.
